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REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

WO 759 fails to teach or motivate those of ordinary skill to modify its teachings to 
include a liquid phase and a catalyst system that is homogeneous. Moreover, the 
reference fails to motivate those of ordinary skill to include platinum in the 
homogeneous catalyst. In this regard the reference is silent as to the unexpected 
benefits of platinum in combination with iridium, which increases the catalytic activity of 
the iridium in the carbonylation of methanol, as compared with rhodium by itself, iridium 
by itself and an iridium plus rhodium combination. 

A further search of the prior art failed to uncover any reference which either 
taught or suggested to those of ordinary skill to modify its teachings to include a liquid 
phase reaction comprising a catalyst system that is homogeneous and comprising 
iridium and platinum.
